Harold Klein, FBI No. 2824929, was born 8/21/15, at Gna 
Milwaukee. He has lived and öperatsâ various businesses in 
Milwaukee and the Milwaukee Office considers hima top Local hoodlum, 





Klein's only known conviction is for a traffic violation. 
He has also been arrested for disorderly conduct and carrying a 
concealed weapon. There is no indication that he is armed or 
maintains a bodyguard but he is known to hyve severely beaten an 
informant who furnished information regarding Klein to the police, 
Numerous informants have furnished considerable information indica- 
ting that Klein has been active in fencing stolen property, including 
furs, jewelry and automobiles. He has allegedly been engaged in 
changing motor numbers and otherwise altering stolen cars for 
resale. He presently operates a junk yard which may be used in 
the fencing of stolen property. 


Klein is alleged to be quite well-to-do and to have 
financial interests in a number of legitimate businesses in the 
Milwaukee area. He is reported to have connections with the 
criminal elements in Cleveland, St. Louis, Detroit and Chicago. 





ACTION BEING TAKEN: 


The report of SA Richard C. Thompson, 1/8/58, Milwaukee, 
reflects primarily the results of a file review and little active 
investigation under the top hoodlum program. The report does set 
out, however, a great number of excellent leads and Milwaukee has 
been instructed to concentrate on determining whether subject is e 
presently engaged in fencing stolen property or other illegal 


activity.
